He sustained the interpretation of the 
President of the Board, and as there was 
no adverse motion it must be taken as 
conceded. The standing committees were 
then filled with the new members, Alder- 
man Wolcott being appointed chairman of 
the Finance Committee, vice Alderman 
McDavitt, term expired; and Alderman 
Durff chairman on the Committee on Or- 
dinances, and that. of Public Parks. 

Quite a discussion arose on a proposi- 
tion from Ajderman Swayne to light up 
certain streets in Chelsea with oil lamps.

The Pair Arrested and Detained 
at Germantown. 


Evening before last, about eight o’elock, 
a girl fourteen years old, daughter of Mr. 
T. B. Jones, a respectable blacksmith 
at Bartlett Station, ten miles from 
the city on the Mobile and Ohio Rail- 
road, éloped with a negro man named 
Wash Henly, who had been several 
months in her father’s employment. The 
event created intense excitement in the 
neighborhood, and affaires were not im- 
proved when it was discovered that four 
hundred dollars in gold and forty-five dol- 
lars ingteenbacks were missing from Mr. 
Jones’ trunk. 

The frantic father came to Memphis that 
night and ‘reported the facts to the police. 
In the meantime his daugher Susan and 
her sable companion proceeded across the 
country in a wagon, end arrived at Ger- 
mantowu, on the Memphis and Charleston 
Railroad, early yesterday morning. Mr.

SHOOTING EXTRAORDIN ARY.

Affray in the Chancery Court Room 
---Three Men Wounded, 
One Seriously. 


Result of an Old Family Feud. 


A shooting affray occurred yesterday at 
tus door of the Chancery Court room, cor- 
nor ot Union and Second streets, which 
c@used intense excitement, and was the 
subject of general conversation all after- 
noon. After sifting the different accounts— 
and no two were alike—we have arrived at 
the following particulars, going back a 
little into the history of an old family 
quarrel. .. 

Dr. Samuel Dickens ‘and Wm. Dickens 
vent 1 of Thomas Dickens. They 
married two n of the late Isanc L. 
Bolton, a wealthy citizen of this county. 
William Dickens died during the war. E. 
C. Pattison married his widow. Thomas 
Dickens administered on the estate of his 
deceased son and filed a bill in chancery 
against Pattison and wife for a settlement | 
of their accounts with the estate, Patti- 

son and wife then filed a bill against Thos 

—b— alleging that he was a resident of 
the State of Missouri, and getting an in- 
junction to prevent the removal of the 
assets out of the State. Dickens denied 
this allegation in a plea in abatement. 
This raised an issue which has been con- 
tented With great personal bitterness. In 
July last John M. Carmack, one of Pat- 
tison’s attorneys, was taking the deposi- 
tion of a Mr. Hill in Big Creek neighbor- 
hood, when Dr. Sam Dickens, who was 
present, disputed the statements of the 
wit ness and created a disturbance. 

The deposition was taken, and while 
Me. Carmach was reading it in the Chan- 
cory Court yesterday, Dr. Dickens became 
enraged ‘again and commenced an angry 
conversation with Pattison in the eourt- 
room and wont to tho door, bantering 
Patton, who followed. Dickens was out- 
side, and as Pattigon reached the door 
pistols were fired. There ara various 
ons among those who were present 
aa to who shot first, and as to how many 
shote were fired, Pattison was slightly 
wounded in the left arm, and a ball 
struck Robert H. Thompson, who 
was inside the court room, near the groin.
